The American Legion convention to ­ 
day paid tribute to two outstanding 
figures of the World W ar— General 
John J. Pershing, 
Commander-in- 
chief of the American Expeditionary’ 
fo r c e s , and Alarshal Foeh of Trance. 
Both military leaders were cheered 
long and loudly when they arose to 
address the Legionnaires. 
When Pershing stepped 
forward 
the convention rose to its feet and 
cheered him for five minutes. 
The »tribute to Foeh was hardly 
less impressive, and clearly demon­ 
strated th at France’s 
“ grand 
old 
m an " was easily dearest of foreign­ 
ers in the hearts of' the American 
veterans of the W orld W ar. 
Pershing recalled the critical days 
of the w ar when he offered the Amer­ 
ican Army to Foeh because, he said, 
he felt th at the w ar had reached the 
deciding point and unless the Amer­ 
icans actually entered the fighting 
the allies would lose. 
Thus, Pershing’ said, Foeh was the 
real symbol of victory’ and the real 
friend of America. 
As Foeh arose to speak he sainted 
the American flag in recognition of 
the A. E. F. victories from Flanders 
to Argonne. 
“ It’s impossible," 
ho said, 
“ to 
say that one arm y more than an o th ­ 
er won the war. 
A ietory resulted 
from the splendid co-operation 
of 
all leaders under a single command. 
“ General Pershing figured largely’ 
in the result when, without bargain­ 
ing, he went the limit tow ard vic­ 
tory by offering me the whole Amer­ 
ican army, or man by man as need­ 
ed.

Both military leaders were cheered 


long and loudly when they arose to 
address the Legionnaires. 


When Pershing stepped 
foi-ward 


the convention rose to its feot and 
cheered him for five minutes. 


The -tribute to Foch was hardly 


less impressive, and clearly demon- 
strated that Prance's "grand old 
man" was easily dearest of foreign- 
ers in the hearts of the American 
veterans of the World War. 


Pershing recalled the critical days 


of the war when he offered the Amer- 
ican Army to Foch 'because, he said, 
he felt that the war had reached the 
deciding point and unless the Amer-
